Kayak Tragedy 
Leaves Teen Dead 


Riverhead teenager was found dead on 

January 2 in Peconic Bay off the coast of 
Hampton Bays after he went missing while 
kayaking, authorities said. 

Eighteen-year-old Raistlin Ruther 
launched his blue kayak into the Great 
Peconic Bay from West Street in South Jame- 
sport at 8 a.m. January 2 and was reported 
missing shortly after 4 p.m. the same day 
when he did not return, Riverhead Town Po- 
lice said. Nearly four hours later, a capsized 
kayak believed to belong to the victim was lo- 
cated off the shore of Meschutt County Beach 
in Hampton Bays, police said. 

Local police, U.S. Coast Guard Station 
Shinnecock boats crews, helicopter crews, 
and emergency boats from numerous fire 
departments on both forks searched the area 
until a Southold Police Department marine 
unit recovered Ruther’s body one mile west 
of the Shinnecock Canal just before 9 p.m., 
authorities said. 

The victim was taken to the Suffolk County 
Medical Examiner’s Office in Hauppauge, 
where an autopsy will be conducted to deter- 
mine the cause of death. 

“We offer our deepest sympathies to Raist- 
lin’s family and friends during this unimagi- 
nable time,” said Capt. Eva Van Camp, com- 
mander of Coast Guard Sector Long Island 
Sound. “The Coast Guard and our partner 
agencies who participated in this search tru- 
ly hoped for a different outcome to this tragic 
situation.” 

His aunt, Carissa Sexton, launched a Go- 
FundMe campaign to raise money to pay for 
the funeral. 

“He was your gentle giant, an old man’s 
soul,” she said in the fundraiser. “I always 
told him how much I admired his maturity, 
independence, and adventurous spirit. When 
Raistlin left us, a little piece of us all left with 
him.” 

Riverhead Police Department Detectives 
are continuing the investigation and ask that 
anyone with information on the incident call 
the department’s crime hotline at 631-727- 
3333. All calls will be kept confidential.

Plum Island’s Luck Changes

lum Island off the coast of the North Fork will 

no longer be auctioned after federal lawmakers 
added a provision in the Covid-19 aid bill that pro- 
tects the island from being sold. 

The bill that President Donald Trump signed into 
law blocks the planned sale of Plum Island, a former 
federal research facility off the eastern tip of Long 
Island that had been due to be sold. Environmen- 
talists have opposed the sale of the island, which is 
considered a prime wildlife habitat. 

“It would have been a grave mistake to sell and 
develop Plum Island’s 840-acres of habitat, which is 
home to many endangered species,” U.S. Sen. Charles 
Schumer (D-NY) said. “That’s why preventing the un- 
necessary sale requirement was a top priority of these 
negotiations. Now the people of Long Island will have 
their say in its future — and rightfully so.” 


Plum Island has been home to the Plum Island 
Animal Disease Center since the 1950s. However, 
the laboratory, which conducts advanced research on 
contagious diseases in animals, is set to move to Kan- 
sas in 2023, leaving Plum Island’s future in limbo. 

The island is also home to rare wildlife species, 
including about 227 bird species, according to the 
Nature Conservancy. It is also a historic site, origi- 
nally Algonquin territory and home to a 19th-centu- 
ry lighthouse and Army post from 1897. 

“Historically Algonquin territory, the fate of Plum 
Island was caught in a bureaucratic quagmire for 
12 years, but one thing was always clear: the tre- 
mendous support for conserving this extraordinary 
place with a fascinating history,” said Bill Ulfelder, 
executive director of The Nature Conservancy’s 
New York chapter, part of the Preserve Plum Island 
Coalition.

outhold Town Hall may be getting a new home.

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Did You See the Christmas Star?

M any Dan’s Papers events 
were cancelled last 


summer. The Kite Fly. Taste of 
Two Forks. Dan’s Literary Prize. 

I was frantic. I called God in 
December and said “Please send 
me a sign.” And he said he'd send the 
Christmas star. “Make something out of this,” he 
said. 

The Christmas star would appear in the 
southwestern sky in the Hamptons in the early 
evening of December 21, which also happened to 
be the winter solstice. It would be visible from 
just after dark for two hours until it set over the 
horizon. 

“Best if viewed at the beach,” God had advised. 

This would be the brightest star in the sky that 
night, God explained. Our two biggest planets, Jupiter 
and Saturn, would line up one behind the other in 
almost exactly a straight line as seen from the Earth 
to make them appear as a double-bright star. It had 
last been seen on March 4, 1226. And it would next be 
seen from the Earth in 2080. 

“Is this the same star the Three Wise Men 
followed to see baby Jesus in the manger?” I asked. 

“They don’t call it the Christmas star for 
nothing,” he replied. 

I decided we could make a Dan’s Papers event out of 
this. In our December 17 edition, we urged everybody 
to come to the beaches in the Hamptons to see it. And 
if you were so inclined, you could get out of your car 
dressed up as a Wise Man with a lantern anda staff 
and, with masks and social distancing, follow the star 
along the beach for a while. 

I arranged for there to be music. WLNG 92.1.in 
Sag Harbor would broadcast a Christmas aria from 
an Italian opera for 12 minutes beginning at 5:15 
p.m., and follow with Christmas carols such as “We 
Three Kings of Orient Are.” Turn the music on your 
car radio loud. As for me, I wrote, “I will be at Main 
Beach in East Hampton.” 

For three days prior to December 21, a snowstorm 
turned the landscape white during the day and black 
under a cloud cover at night. But then in the after- 
noon of December 21, as promised, the clouds parted 
and sunshine filled the sky until sundown, after 
which, by God, there it was: the Christmas star. My 
wife Chris, Dan’s Papers President and Co-Publisher 
Vicki Schneps, and I dressed in white cloaks and 
hats as the Three Wise Men and drove down to Main 
Beach at 5 p.m. into a huge melee of maybe 40 cars, 
plus 100 spectators, dogs, children and adults with 
binoculars, and some Wise Men with flashlights

standing around under the single bright streetlight 
there marking the end of the road. 
It was 32 degrees, no wind. The star was high 


‘up and just now visible, and as darkness fell, it got 


brighter. About 15 minutes later, people shouted as 
tenor Luciano Pavarotti’s operatic voice came boom- 
ing out in Italian from the newswagon and on many 
of the car radios. One man was singing along. 

After awhile, two officers arrived in a police car, 
not because anything was particularly wrong but be- 
cause they wanted to see what was going on. Plenty 
of people were parking illegally, in 15-minute zones, 
in reserved zones, in no parking zones, etc, But the 
officers never got out of their car. They did look up to 
see the Christmas star, though. And soon, they left. 

Everybody kept looking up at the sky. Men and 
women carrying staffs trudged down the sand to 
the water. So did we. We each had a lantern. Nobody 
else did, but a few people lit their way with their 
cellphones and flashlights. We all walked west,

toward the star. 

The star was at its brightest at 5:30 and was sup-. 
posed to stay visible until it set at 6, but it disap- 
peared behind a cloud around 5:45 during “Away 
in a Manger.” We all kept looking at where it had 
been until, finally, ten minutes later, it suddenly 
reappeared low on the horizon, smiled, took a one- 
minute curtain call, then was gone again, this time 
for good. 

As everybody began leaving, a few latecomers ar- 
rived to see the star, which wasn’t there anymore. 

“Where is it?” Someone getting out of a car asked. 

“You missed it,” one of those leaving said. “Too 
late, but we loved it. You shoulda been here.” 

On the way home I spoke to God about all this. 

“It didn’t stay the whole time,” I said. 

“I gave you what I gave you,” he replied. “Stop 
being such a nudnik. Make something of yourself.

Save Our Stages 


A New Act for East End 
Performing Arts in 2021 —

or East End performing arts venues that have 

been shuttered since March due to the pan- 
demic, there’s new hope in the form of the recently 
passed Save Our Stages Act, part of the latest 
stimulus bill. A bipartisan act first introduced by 
Minnesota Senator Amy Klobuchar and Texas Sen- 
ator John Coryn and shepherded by the National 
Independent Venue Association (NIVA), Save Our 
Stages will provide funding to performing arts cen- 


ters and hopefully pave the way for a more musical 
and artistic 2021. 

The Save Our Stages Act provides $10 billion 
to arts organizations, who can receive a grant of 
up to 45 percent of their 2019 revenue. This is a 
potentially huge boon to an industry that has 
largely been dark for the better part of a year. Part 
of the bill also includes special funding for busi- 
nesses with less than 50 employees, which will 
be particularly helpful to beloved venues like Suf- 
folk Theater and Westhampton Beach Performing 


Arts Center (WHBPAC), relatively small theaters 
that are successful because of their big hearts and 
dedicated patrons. 

Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater, an innovative space 
known for its year-round lineup of music, comedy 
and variety shows with a full bar and restaurant, was 
hit particularly hard when it had to shut down. “It’s 
been a crazy year,” says General and Artistic Director 
Daniel Binderman. “We had shows just disrupted, a 
full calendar of many, many months and our shows... 
we've had a lot of audience members be very patient 
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oe é We kept looking 
| forward to that 


‘mission—how can we 


with us because everything on our 
calendar had to move and often our - 
shows had to move multiple times.” 

For WHBPAC’s Executive Director 
Julienne Penza-Boone, who officially 
assumed the position in March 2020 
after a stint as Interim Executive Di- 
rector, the Save Our Stages Act is sure 
to be something of a relief after more 
than a year of putting out forest fires. 
Penza-Boone first had to deal with how 
_ to keep ticket sales afloat when West- 
hampton Beach was going through 
major disruptive construction, and 
was then faced with the unexpected 
and unprecedented pandemic. “Our 
mantra was just to keep going,” she 
says. “We kept looking forward to that 
mission—how can we bring high qual- 
ity arts to our community? We never 
stopped our fundraising efforts. For 
me as executive director, it pushed me 
to forge our own path. This forced me 
to find my own leadership.” 

As the application process for the grants hasn’t 
even started yet, the theaters are hesitant to talk 
about their specific plans, but both Suffolk The- 
ater and WHBPAC are, first and foremost, con- 
cerned with paying their staff and keeping the 
lights on. “This industry is all about community 
and it’s been devastating to people who work in 
our industry,” says Binderman. “There are a lot of 
people whose livelihoods depend on this. It’s been 
directly difficult for the artists, the technicians, 
the sound techs, the crew, everybody. There are a 
lot of us.” 

“The truth of the matter is, people want to work. 
They want to employ their crews. The economic 
impact is huge,” adds Penza-Boone, who made 
sure her staff was at the forefront of pushing for 
federal funding. “Advocacy became a huge piece 
of what we do and our Director of Sales, Allison 
Frost, was relentless. She was really calling the 
governor’s office every day. A lot of times, the arts 
aren't really known for their advocacy and getting 
rough in the mud, and it had to happen.” WHBPAC 
is a 429-seat theater, and Penza-Boone acknowl- 
edges that it’s very hard to book the high-end tal- 
ent they're known for—Jay Leno and Broadway

icon Laura Benanti are among the stars 
booked for later in 2021—without fill- 
ing the entire house. “Depending on 
what we'll receive, I think this could 
really help us to socially distance our 


required. The beauty of the bill as it was 
submitted, there’s a lot of flexibility [in 
spending].” 

Suffolk Theater hopes the money 
from Save Our Stages will help recoup 
the costs of previously booked acts. “I 
will tell you, our business starts with 
putting out money,” says Binderman. 

“We put it out as a deposit to the act, 

in preparing for the show, our staff prepares and 
markets the show and it has an office, insurance, 
all these things in preparation for shows. We pay 
first and recoup after...I am grateful that congress 
put a spotlight on us, so to speak, and did what 
they did.” 

While there are many performing arts centers 
on the East End and all are in competition in some 
form or another, there’s a camaraderie that they 
all share. “I am grateful to the venues through- 
out eastern Long Island. All of the venues are to

be commended,” says Binderman. Penza-Boone 
echoes the sentiment, noting that WHBPAC has 
rejoined the Hamptons Arts Network, an group 
that connects many organizations throughout the 
Hamptons and North Fork.

So for 2021, the outlook for the arts is a little 
brighter thanks to Save Our Stages. “We're going 
to see where the winter takes us and where the 
Save Our Stages Act really takes us,” Penza-Boone 
says. “We're just approaching with optimism and 
business as usual.”

usan Sterber talks about her 
long career as an art teacher, 
her artistic process and more. 


What was the inspiration 
for this piece? 

It was a beautiful, snowy 
day and I took a walk in the 
park. Families were having 
so much fun sledding on the 
hill enjoying a complete break 
from their everyday worries. 
I wanted to capture the 
beauty of the snow, the 
sunlit hill, the warmth and 
joy of the sledders, and 
the excitement of the kids 
running up and flying down 
the hill. 


Talk about your art style. 

My work is realistic with room for imagination. 
I strive for more loose impressions of a scene. 
Watercolor allows for the more spontaneous 
flow of the colors and shapes. The mood of the 
painting is very important to me, and I look to 
create some drama through exciting composition 
and lighting. 


What is your artistic process like? 

I engage in both plein air and studio painting. 
If the weather allows, I love to go out and 
paint. Outside at my easel I do a quick, small 
compositional pencil sketch of the scene I’m going 
to paint. I then pencil it in on the watercolor block. 


down a local color first 
and cover the paper— 
then focus in on the more 
specific shapes and darks. 
In the studio, not only do 
I do quick sketches but I 
may do a tonal sketch to 
establish values. I will also 
do a small color sketch 
with watercolor to see if 
I like the colors I plan to use. I draw the paining 
lightly on my watercolor paper. Sometimes I 
wet the paper on both sides and lay it on a wood 
board, sketch side up, and then press a rolled 
towel over the damp paper so that it adheres to 
the board. The process is “wet and reclaim.” 
Using my sketches and photos, I lay in the basic 
color and then develop darker values and details. 


What would you do if you weren’t an artist? 

I was an art teacher in the public schools for 
36 years, and that was an amazing, fun career. 
I am retired now and get to work on my own 
paintings. If I wasn’t an artist I would be hiking 
and walking in the parks, preserves, beaches and

learned a lot about nature from my 
parents, and I passed that onto my 
own daughter. A few years ago I did 
a program in a local library on the 
parks, preserves and arboretums of 
Long Island.

Many 
people attended the program and 
were very excited about walking our 
beautiful island and shared places 
and experiences. I also gave some tips 
on more sonst walks for people with walking 
issues.

CHEF HIGHLIGHT: DOUG 
GULIJA OF THE PLAZA 
CAFE 

Chef/owner Doug Gulija of 
The Plaza Café in Southampton 
Village started his culinary career 
as many do—by washing dishes—and 
has worked his way up to entrepre- 
neurship. 

He started at the Old Mill restau- 
rant in Southampton when he was 
13 and was taken under the wing of 
a French chef from Burgundy. It 
wasn’t until a short-lived college bas- 
ketball career forced him to make a 
career path change and enter the cu- 
linary school at Johnson and Wales 
that he realized just how much that 
French chef taught him. 

“T knew how to make hollandaise, 
pate choux, demiglace,” Gulija says. 
“And I was so surprised that many of 
my fellow classmates couldn't even 
pronounce some of these techniques, 
much less execute them.” 

Upon graduation, Gulija started his 
career with Marriott Hotels under 
the tutelage of his mentor Chef Pe- 
ter Montgomery. It was here that he 
was provided an environment to fully 
learn and develop his culinary skills, 
It was also here that he was provided 
with the business knowledge to suc- 
cessfully operate a kitchen. 

After a stint cooking in France, 
Gulija ended up back in his hometown 
of Southampton landing a gig as sous 
chef at Mirko’s Restaurant in Water 
Mill, where he helped them garner 
their third star from Newsday. After 
working as the chef de cuisine of the 
original Laundry restaurant in East 
Hampton and then as head chef at 
Monterey Seafood Grill, the opportu- 
nity soon came to own his own res- 
taurant in Southampton. Thus, The 
Plaza Café was born. 

The initial intention was to have 
a casual, low-key restaurant that 
focused on local and sustainable 
seafood. But the accolades soon 
turned The Plaza Café into a fine 
dining destination. 

Today though, Gulija has returned 
to the original plan with what he calls 
a “return to cooking” and not getting 
caught up in so much of the nonsense 
of this profession. And as one res- 
taurant critic succinctly put it, “Chef 
Gulija feels at ease.”

‘ ome of you may ask why an oph- 
thalmologist is talking about infec- 
tious diseases. Guess which diagnoses 
and treats more infectious diseases by 
volume than any other specialty! You 
guessed right if you said ophthalmol- 
ogy. Ophthalmologists treat bacterial, 
viral, fungal and parasitic eye infec- 
tions. Gonorrhea, herpes, chlamydia, 
syphilis, pseudomonas, strep, staph, 
HIV, shingles, worms and, yes, even 
Covid-19, can enter through our eyes. 
The virus has mutated to a more rapid spread- 
ing but slightly less lethal version, according to sci- 
entists at the University of North Carolina-Chapel 
Hill, and the University of Wisconsin-Madison. 
Viruses mutate often to less deadly forms after 
18 months because if they kill their human host 
“hotel” they don’t survive either. Based on when 
this virus arrived on our shores and the history of

pandemics, things should start to get bet- 
ter by June 2021. 

When 70% of the population is im- 
mune from getting Covid-19 or have vac- 
cine immunity, this nightmare should 

subside. We will see how long anti- 
bodies last and if this will become an 
annual vaccine. We have also learned 
from the Kobe University studies that 
at 30% humidity in the air, viral load is 
doubled and at 60% humidity it’s half. 
Indoor dry heat and air conditioning 
in close spaces increase transmission. 

If schools, restaurants, stores and businesses 
added UVC air sanitizers in the air handlers and 
kept humidity at 50% this would reduce spread, 
based on scientific studies. Outdoor restaurants 
can use heated electric rubber door mats that could 
be placed underneath tablecloths to keep food, 
hands and feet warm while dining. 

Meanwhile, people should continue to wear 
masks when in public and shopping. Avoid masks

with one-way exhalation valves because every time 
you breathe out you are spreading germs. Wash 
hands often, take your shoes off when you are at 
home. 

Avoid touching gas pumps, door handles and sink 
handles as much as possible with your bare hands. 
If you have a fever, loss of smell and taste, head- 
ache, muscle aches or shortness of breath, call your 
doctor. In my opinion, even if you are vaccinated 
you should wear a mask until the pandemic is over 
because you can still be a silent spreader while the 
vaccine generated antibodies are fighting off the 
infection. 

Stay strong. This too shall pass, if we follow the 
science. Lockdowns are just exposing our health- 
care system weaknesses and lack of ICU beds. 

Our politicians must realize that healthcare is 
national security. Government and private philan- 
thropy must support our hospitals, medical and 
nursing schools more than ever. How a society 
treats its weakest, disabled and most vulnerable is a 
reflection of its strength and unity of purpose.

Dottie 
Herman

fter visiting Southampton as a child, Dorothy 
“Dottie” Herman knew that one day she would 
call the quaint, waterside village “home.” 

She did not know, then, just how many others she 
would help find the same “home” on Long Island’s 
East End—and far beyond. 

Fast forward to 2020, and Herman is a national 
power player and perhaps the most noteworthy fe- 
male figure in the real estate industry. 

She is lauded for her career as a “self-made” titan 
of real estate. Herman is the epitome of the American 
Dream, which brings us to Long Island’s East End. 

Herman is the CEO of Douglas Elliman Real Es- 
tate and in her current role, she oversees over 7,000 
agents nationwide. The company had a whopping 
$27.8 billion in sales last year alone. 

But her career, unlike many of society’s most suc- 
cessful, was not without obstacles. She learned re- 
silience through the tragedy of loss at age 10—her 
mother was killed in a tragic car accident that also 
seriously injured her father—and it was the strength 
she learned then, out of necessity, that has made her 
such a force in real estate. Herman recalls her first 
major obstacle in her professional life, when she 
was a Regional Manager at Merrill Lynch. 

The company had chosen to sell the real estate 
division to Prudential. Prudential wanted to fran- 
chise, tasking Dottie with searching for a new buyer 
for Long Island—little did she know it would be her- 
self. Only in her late 20s, Herman was inspired to 
find a way to use this sale to her advantage. 

Instead of remaining on the sidelines, she began 
seeking individual and corporate investors to pur- 
chase the 36 Long Island offices and keep the region 
that she had managed intact. She recalls that many 
investors “laughed her out of the room.” 

Many more doubted her ability to purchase even 
one office, let alone 36. But, she recalls, not soon af- 
terwards, she found herself in front of 2,000 employ- 
ees across the New York-Metropolitan region saying: 
Prudential plans on selling the franchises, I intend to 
buy Long Island and Queens, and, “We are a family, 
let’s stick together. Together, we are strong.” 

“Sometimes, it all seems surreal,” Herman re- 
calls. “When I speak to real estate agents about my 
career, or to college students who seek to get into 
business, I can’t believe it.” The intangible that kept 
her going was love—for real estate, for the people 
she worked alongside, for the communities in which 
she was selling and the love for building something

from scratch. “I never thought about being rich, or 
did it for the money. I did it because I loved it. My 
career is So amazing because I did what I loved, and 
I did not only do it for me. 

“All of the success of Douglas Elliman is not only 
because of me, it is all the people who I have sur- 
rounded myself with,” she says. What makes Her- 
man particularly interesting is the origins of her 
career in the Hamptons. Many who have familiarity 
with the real estate market on Long Island will re- 
member that, before Elliman, there was a tight-knit 
community of real estate brokers on the East End. 
“New York Magazine wrote an article calling me ‘the 
broker from another planet, after I opened in the 
Hamptons. In those days, there was no MLS, and the 
major brokers boycotted me...but that did not stop 
me,” she recalls, referencing that many in the indus- 
try were longstanding brokerages, relying much on 
word-of-mouth business. 

Not being from the East End presented unique 
challenges to her when she first opened her office 
in East Hampton, and the second being in Sag Har- 


bor, acquired from Earnest Shade. 
From there, she grew, opening in ev- 
ery town in the Hamptons. “But, as 
people started to learn about me, I 
earned the respect of the Hamptons 


family, it was as much a dream of 
mine to have a house here as it was to 
open a business here,” she says. Her- 
man now resides in the quaint Village 
of Southampton. Se 
While she has been from the beach- 
es of California, to the historic villages 
of New England—and everywhere 
in between—she says there is just no 
place like the East End. She expresses 
admiration for every one of the re- 
gion’s quaint hamlets, saying that no 
one is more beautiful than the other, 
and that the integrity of the East End 


has spent more time in Southamp- 


demic, but recalls a different “hustle- 
and-bustle” time, when the Hamptons 
were moreso a summertime weekend 
abode. “When I pass exit 70 on the 
LIE, every stress in my body starts 
to leave,” she says of the anticipation 
she feels as she nears Hamptons. “The 
open air, the beaches, the wineries, 
the boutiques, the small-town feel. 
Nearly every morning, I get my cup 
of coffee and drive two minutes to the 
ocean. It’s just like a different mode 
when you are on the East End. 

“There is nothing not to love,” 
she adds. 

“When I was just a girl, I visited a 
friend’s home in Shinnecock, and I 
swore I would have a house here some- 
day. There truly is no better place in 
the world,” she remembers. 

This same love is on display when 
she opened her business here. The love for the Hamp- 
tons is what guides her and her employees in her East 
End offices. 

As those who live on the East End, the winter— 


and more specifically, the holidays—present an un- 


rivaled beauty. 

When asked what it was like on the East End dur- 
ing the holiday, Herman so adequately equated it to 
a “winter wonderland.” 

Herman has a sign in her home, labeling it “My 
Tara,” a reference to the American movie classic 
Gone with the Wind. 

“That sign really expresses how I feel about the 
Hamptons—how everyone feels about the Hamp- 
tons,” she says. 

Whether you are a Hamptons Power Broker, or 
just a Hamptons resident, this statement rings true: 
We all have found our “Tara,” here on Long Island’s 
breathtaking East End.
